Problem and solution : 

The problem addressed by the present application is that of 
improving the known generic tool so that the cutting element can 
be changed more quickly and with greater precision, and also so 
that the machining forces generated during the machining operation 
are reliably directed into the mounting so that greater machining 
precision can be achieved.
